BUSINESS BEGUN IN 1766. 


The subject of old Irish family establish 
ments has brought under notice the linen house 
of Walpoles, of Suffolk street, 


history. It was compiled by a member of the 
firm, Mr. Edward Horace Walpole, who has 
thus preserved the story of the business—-and 
of his family’s connection with it—from its 
foundation in 1766 to the present day. 

The original owner was a Thomas Simmons 
(senior), and the first Walpoles to be intro- 
duced into the business were the children of 


} his daughter Hannah, who had married James 


Walpole, of Mountrath. In 1816 the firm of 
Simmons and Walpole made its appearance in 
Suffolk street, the trade of linen drapers hav- 


were the earliest form of time-keepers, and 
some interesting examples were found among 
them—one on the’ Aran Islands and another 
at Monasterboice; both of these were 
meridian. Mechanical clocks were first made 
at the beginning of the thirteenth century, 
and were for a time coDfined to italy, later 
extending to Germany. 

Lo Gallleo they owed the discovery of the 
fundamental principle of the pendulum, on 
which the superiority of modern time-keepers 
depended. dn the year 1581, while attending 
Mass in the Cathedral] at Pisa, the youthful 
Gallileo noticed the Cathedral lamps, which 
had just been lighted, swinging backwards 
and forwards. He tried to time their swing, 
and did so by feeling his own pulse-beat. To 
his surprise, he found that the rate at which 
the lamps swung was the same, whether they 
were swiMging on a large or a small arc. That 
observation was really one of the most funda- 
mental things in the development of the clock ; 
for until the pendulum was applied there 
was nothing lke accurate tune-keeping. “In 
the vear 1307 the very best clock could be 
timed only to within two hours of accurate 
time. No improvement was made jn the 
accuracy of time-keeping between the thir- 
teenth and the fifteenth centuries. Accurate 
time-keeping was sought principally by 
astronomers for checking their observations, 
and by sailors who wished to have accurately 
determined their Jongitude at sea.

The 
Government of India has complained, but 
its complaints have been futile. Some 
months ago, therefore, it imposed crushing 
duties on Japanese cotton—the main com- 
modity that gave trouble. Japan retaliated 
with a substantial import duty on raw 
cotton from India ; but such hostilities

the Tokyo Minister's decree is the result. 
The agreement has been welcomed by the 
Japanese Press and public, upon the 
whole; for they are anxious to retain all 
the markets that a hostile world is willing 
to permit to Nippon, It is pointed out that 
India, at a pinch, can do without manu- 
factured cotton goods from Japan, but that 
Japan’s policy of. industrial expansion 
demands a grip upon every possible 
market. The essence of the new agreement 
is a quota system for Japanese cotton pro- 
ducts. It will reduce considerably the 
present importation of cotton from Japan, 
and she no longer will be able to wreck 
Lancashire’s prospects in India. 

One defeat, however, does not mean the 
end of a war. Japan has done great harm 
to Britain’s prospects of trade in the Far 
East. Not only India, but all those 
countries which have looked. to Great 
Britain for their manufactured supplies 
during decades past, have been penetrated 
by the ruthless competition of Japanese 
firms. The loss of these markets is bad 
enough, but it is accompanied by an inten- 
assault upon Britain’s domestic 
market. Shirts from Japan can be re- 
tailed with profit in the textile area of 
Lancashire at 2s. 6d. apiece; ‘‘ pullovers ”’ 
from the same source cost no more 
than 1s. ; socks can be bought at 3d. and 
4d. a pair, artificial silk ties at 44d. 
apiece, and mufflers at 6d. apiece. At 
wholesale in the London market it is 
possible to buy children’s cotton socks at 
1s. a dozen pairs, men’s cotton socks at 
1s. 95d. a dozen pairs, and cotton socks, 
containing artificial silk (a speciality of 
British manufacturers) at 2s. 6d. a dozen 
pairs. ' Fancy goods '” from Japan have 
flooded the English market; many of the 
toys which were bought both here and in 
England last Christmas bore the inscrip- 
tion, “ Made in Japan.” While some of

these goods are excellent ‘‘ value,’’ some 
are not merely shoddy, but positively 
dangerous. That fact, however, is no 
concern of the Japanese manufacturers, 
whose sole concern is to get rid of their 
wares. 

There is no longer room for doubt that 
Japan has become a most formidable power 
in the world of commerce. She has a huge 
rural population, which is driven by dint 
of hard times to seek employment in the 
towns, Most of the available labour is 
female, and can be employed at wages 
which a British or French employer 
would not dare to offer to the lowliest 
operative. Moreover, the great majority 
of Japanese ships is subsidised by the 
and afford to carry 
freights at exceedingly low rates. The’ 
result is that European countries—and 
especially Great Britain, whose manu- 
facturers are restricted by the power of 
the trade unions and by high rates of 
taxation—cannot hope to compete directly 
with the Japanese. In addition, the 
managed fluctuations of Japan’s currency 
always operate in favour of the national 
industries ; and, finally, her manufacturers 
possess a certain instinct for the study 
of the needs of other nations, which 
only the Germans share with them. 
Japanese activities threaten to wreck the 
commercial systems of the Western World, 
and, by hook or by crook, they must be 
checked. Whether the check will come 
in the form of a total embargo on Japan’s 
goods, or in the form of substantial 
import duties, remains to be seen; but 
| that it must come in the very near future 
is not a matter of question.

Butter Markets. 

<igures which have just been published 
oncerning the butter market in Great 
Britain illustrate very clearly the utter 
failure of Mr. de Valera’s staff work in 
the conduct of his ‘‘ economic war.” When 
the challenge was thrown down more than 
eighteen months ago“the people of the 
Free State were told that, when Britain 
found that she could not co without 
Free State produce, she would come 
quickly to heel. Since this unfortunate 
prediction was made Free State Ministers 
have learned that not only can 
Britain do without Free State produce, 
but she no longer wishes to buy it. Butter 
offers a case in point. In the twenty-six 
counties our housewives are paying 1s. 4d. 
a pound for Free State butter, and the 
producers are paying a levy, in order that 
supplies may be exported to Great Britain | 


in face of the tariff. Dr. Ryan might, as: 


well spare himself and his officials the 
trouble; for Britain has far more butter 
than she needs. “The very finest quality of 
Empire butter, from Australia and New 
Zealand, can. be bought throughout Great 
Britain to-day for tenpence a pound. 
Shipments, not only from the Dominions, 
but also from the Argentine and other 
foreign countries, have been on such a 
large scale that supplies to the amount of 
one and a quarter pounds per capita of 
the population are available every 
week. During the first eleven months 
of 1932 Britain imported butter to 
the amount of 7,605,163 hundredweights ; 
during the corresponding period of last 
year the amount was 8,017,760 hundred- 
weights. The problem to-day is not how to 


get butter, but how to restrict supplies; 


and both New Zealand and Australia have 
undertaken to withhold for a time some 
twenty per cent. of their exportable 
surplus. This step has been taken in order 
to give the native producer a chance; but 
it seems that the demand for English 
butter continues to stand at a high level. 
Taste, in butter as in other commodities, 
plays a large part in marketing, and 
there are large numbers of people who 
must have English butter, whatever it 
costs. Furthermore, the British farmer 
is selling his milk as such to the public. 
According to expert opinion, his position 
has been affected very slightly by the 
increase in outside supplies of butter, 
and, while he cannot attempt to compete 
in price with the Dominion purveyors, he 
is holding his own against all-comers. The 
one real sufferer is the unfortunate farmer 
from the Free State. His loss is a dead 
loss ; and probably it will be permanent. 


The Lost Legion. \ 


To-day Spain is excited by the hope that 
some of her children may return, as it 
were, from the dead. During the long and 
mainly disastrous period of her Moroccan 
wars the bleak hillsides of North Africa 
drank Spanish blood as blotting-paper 
drinks water ; for the Arabs were masters 
of ambush and surprise. In 1921 a Spanish 
arty of 14,000 men disappeared utterly, 
and to this day the story of its end is 
unknown. Few prisoners were taken in 
those grim battles ; but mothers and wives 
are slow to abandon hope, and for twelve 
years rumour has persisted that Spanish 
soldiers survive as captives in the interior 
of Morocco. Last year an ex-legionary, 
escaping into Spanish territory, confirmed 
this rumour. He said that some 300 
Spanish soldiers are still the prisoners of 
untamed tribesmen on the fringe of the 
Sahara, and that General Silvestere, the 
leader of the vanished army, still 
flourishes (more or less) as a tribal chief. 
The. Spanish Government, moved by 
popular appeal, has decided to send a com- 
mission of inquiry to the distant region, 
and we may expect that the facts will be 
discovered ; for now Spain will have the 
help of France, whose writ runs effectively 
beyond the Mountains of the Moon. The 
wholesale capture of armies and the 
belated return of prisoners, long mourned 


| as dead, are no new thing in warfare. Of 


the Athenians’ ill-fated expedition to 
Sicily, in B.C. 415, the bulk became slaves 
at the salt mines of Syracuse. Only those 
who could recite the plays of Euripides 
were set free; for the Syracusans were 
men of nice culture. Ten years after 1918 
the Great War still had its prisoners ; and 
some, perhaps, may linger even now in 
the inner vastnesses of Russia, Everybody 
must hope that the Spanish rumour is 
true and that the 300 men will be rescued ; 
and every sympathetic heart would find a 
share in the happiness of their home- 
coming. We may wonder what these 
revenants—if, indeed, they survive—will 
think of the new Spain. While they have 
been staring at the changeless desert, 
their country has made history at a 
startling pace. 
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“ Parking” Places. 


When several motorists were charged 
in the Dublin District Court yesterday 
with the ‘‘ parking"’ of their cars in un 
authorised places, Mr. Cussen made some 
welcome comments on the existing regula- 
tions. Motorists, he declared, could not 
be expected to know where they might, or 
might not, “park” their cars in 
Dublin, and he suggested that an official 
list of ‘‘ parking ” places ought to be pub- 
lished. There are recognised “ parking’’ 
places, such as Molesworth street, but the 
average motorist is forced to trust to luck, 
with the frequent result that prosecu- 
tions follow. For the sake of the 
motorists themselves, definite “ parking ” 
places ought to be established, and 
such a move would do much to 
reduce the existing traffic chaos in the 
city. The case of Grafton street is par- 
ticularly urgent. At present, it seems, 
shoppers in this popular thoroughfare are 
allowed to ‘‘ park ” their cars on either 
side of the street for a limited period of 
time, with the result that the narrow street 
often is blocked almost entirely. In Belfast 
the police allow shoppers to park their cars 
on one side of the street only, and change 
the side every day in order that all the 
shopkeepers shall have an equal chance of 
business. This system ensures a thorough- 
fare for movig vehicles, and at the same 
time enables shoppers to “park” their 
cars in comfort while they are about 
their business. In Dublin everything 
seems to be left to chance; but, now that 
Mr. Cussen has concerned himself in the 
matter, something sensible may be done.

LETTER FROM SIR THOMAS MOLONY. 

IO THB EDITOR OF THK TRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have read with interest your 
obituary memoir of Sir James Dougherty, 
and I regret to notice that, in dealing with 
the incidents connected with the landing of 
arms at Howth on the 26th July, 1914, the 
writer, no doubt unintentionally, but with 
imperfect knowledge, gives a wrong impres- 
sion of the facts. He seems to be unaware 
that on the 5tn Angust, 1914, a Royal Com- 
mission (consisting of Lord Shaw of Dun- 
fermline, now Lord Craigmyle, the late Mr. 
Justice Andrews and myself) was appointed 
to investigate the circumstances, an . that, 
after a very full hearing, we arrived at an 
unanimous report, which was duly presented 
to Parliament and published by the Stationery 
Office (1914 Cá 7631). 

I do not propose to enter into any con- 
troversy, but I think it is due to the memory 
of a distinguished public servant that you 
should mention that. after a recital of the 
facts as found by us (paragraphs 18-21), we 
said :— ; 

“We feel bound to put upon record 


our opinion that arg sg these events | 


we cannot find that the conduct of Sir 
James Dougherty was in any way blame- 
worthy. On the contrary, we regret 
that his opinion was not obtained and 
acted upon. Had it been, then, in our 
judgment, the illegalities and casualties 
of the afternoon would have been 
avoided.”’

| THREAT TO LEAVE 


THE CHURCH. 
GERMAN PROTESTANT 
AND NAZI PRIMATE. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 


So strong is the feeling in Church circles 
that thousands of letters have reached 
Bishop Mueller, the Nazi Primate, from 
individuals and Church congregations 
threatening to leave the Church if the Nazi 
programme is carried out. 

This may explain the Primate’s waver- 
ing attitude following the direct defiance 
of his orders by Pastor Niemoeller, leader 
of the Opposition, and fifteen hundred 
clergy in all parts of the country. 

The decree that was defied threatened 
those who infringed it with the loss of 
their living, but the Bishop has so far 
made no request to the police for help in 
outsting the recalcitrant pastors. 

On the other hand, any attempt on his 
part to come to a compromise with them 
would be interpreted by the German 
Christian section as capitulating before the 
Opposition. 

The Primate to-day held conferences 
with the Chief of the Secret Police, and 
later with Pastor Bodelschwingh, another 
prominent Opposition leader, who had 
arrived in Berlin accompanied by the 
Lutheran Bishop for Bavaria, Hans 
Meiser. 

Up to late to-night Bishop Mueller has 
given no intimation of his further inten- 
tions. | 

Although well informed of what is going 
on, the German Press is not allowed to 
print a word about the Church strife. 

The leaders of the Opposition in the 
Church are meanwhile avoiding everything 
that might be regarded as asking for 
assistance from Evangelical authorities 
outside Germany. 

The Vicar of Traunstein, Upper Bavaria, 
Herr Josef Stelzle, has been taken into 
protective custody as the result of preach- 
ing an unpopular Epiphany sermon. 

A Catholic priest, Herr Richard Hessler, 
has also been taken into protective custody 
in the town of Markt-Steinbach, Fran- 
conia, for “‘ incorrect political conduct.”’

The Viennese Fair. 


Great Britain will have, for the first 
time, a special British section at the 
Vienna Spring Trade Fair, which will 
open on March llth. This decision has 
just been taken, following negotiations 
between Barom Frankenstein, the Austrian 
Minister in Lemdon, and the Department 
of Overseas Trade. No details are at 
present available with regard to the nature 
of the British exhibit, but it is confirnred 
that the British Government is taking 
part officially in the scheme, and that 
plans are now being examined. It is 
probable that there will be one comprehen- 
sive British exhibit, giving a general idea 
of British produce and manufactures, and 
that individual British exhibitors will take 
separate stands in that section of the fair 
appropriate to their class of goods. 


British Objets d'Art. 


The exhibition of British art in the 
galleries of the Royal Academy promises 
to be a very great success ; for the gallerics 
have been well filled all day from the open- 
ing hour by interested crowds. The Kinz 
and Queen, who have contributed a con- 
siderable number of exhibits, have an- 
nounced an intention to visit: the collection 
as soon as is possible after their return to 
London. In connection with the display, 
the authorities of the Victoria ard Albert 
Museum have arranged a display of furni- 
ture, pictures, books, clothes, china and 
plate of the periods comparable with the 
arrangement of the pictures at Burlington 
House, and covering the last four centuries. 
This complementary exhibition will be 
opened to-morrow, and ought to prove a 
great attraction.

summer session. 
Spring Flowers. 


Spring flowers from the Scilly Isles, in 
the form of a first consignment of na- 
cissi, arrived at Covent Garden to-day. 
Supplies of spring flowers will increase 
gradually from now onwards, until a 
score of special daffodil and tulip trains 
will be running daily to London from the 
producing districts. Narcissi from the 
Scillies lead the way, followed by tlie 
daffodils, which are being made to bloom 
earlier every year. The tultp traffic is 
also very heavy—particularly from Lit 
colnshire, where the flowers do extreme!) 
well. It is estimated that a total of moi 
than four hundred million blooms, oc! 
which more the. i» per cent. are sold in 
London, is carried by the flower trains 
The railway service is now so efficient 
that the flowers are placed on sale within 
twenty-four hours of the packing in the 
Scillies. or within five hours of the pack- 
ing in Lincolnshire.

GOOD START FOR FINAL 
QUARTER.

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British income tax to the amount of 
£8,882,000 was collected last week—A 


most satisfactory start for the last and 
most productive quarter of the financial 
year, which ends on March ól next. 

In the corresponding week last year 
£9,476,000 was received, When the lower- 
ing of the Budget estimates is taken into 
account, the decrease is less than might 
have been expected. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer has set 
out to collect £22,789,000 less from income 
tax payers in the current financial year 
than he had received in 1932-33. Of this 
reduction in the estimate £12,000,000 are 
attributable to the alteration in instal- 
ments—a half-year’s instalment is now due 
instead of three-quarters, as in the 
previous two years. 

The change in the instalment system, 
however, affects only a comparatively 
smal] part of the total yield of income tax. 
The fact that the first week’s yield in the 
January-March quarter should be rather 
ahead of the estimate is of good augury 
for, of the thirteen weeks of the quarter, 
the first week of January is usually’ one 
of the least productive. 

The week’s expenditure amounted to 
£22,882, 822. and the revenue to 
£20,818,587, expenditure thus exceeding 
revenue hy £2,064,235. The effect is to 
increase the current deficit to £100,180,630. 
At the corresponding date a year ago the 
amount of the current deficit was 
£207, 025,395 
The total ordinary revenue from April 
1 to January 6 was £437,119,370, an in- 
crease of £11,656,256 compared with the 
corresponding period last year. The total 
ordinary expenditure was £533,995,700, a 
decrease of £54,915, 251. 

Customs receipts, at £138,064,000. were 
up by £7,671,000, and Excise receipts, at 
£84,000,000, were lower by £10,910,000 

Income tax receipts amounted to 
£75,590,000, so that to realise the Budget 
estimate the Chancellor has yet to collect 
£153,160,000 by March 31. -

TAKEN AWAY AND 
TIED UP. 


UNITED IRELAND MONEY 
CARRIED OFF.

DUNDALK, Tuesday, 


SENSATIONAL hold-up took place 
in Dundalk to-night when two 
collectors for the United Ireland Party 
were seized by armed men, and while one 
was taken up a lane-way and tied with a 
rope, the other was driven off in his own 
motor car. Money and cheques were taken 
from him, and he was left in a field with 
his hands tied to his feet. 

Later he walked into a police barrack in 
Dundalk, none the worse for his extra- 
ordinary experience, and smilingly re- 
marked that he had enjoyed it all. | 

The two men were Oliver O'Flynn, of 
Dublin, a collector for the United Ireland 
Party, and Joseph McGrory, of Chapel 
street, Dundalk, who had been asbisting 
him. ; 


STORY OF THE AFFAIR. 


At a quarter to six o’clock this evening 
Mr. O’Flynn left his own motor car and 
went into Messrs. Halliday’s boot factory 
in Quay street, Dundalk. In the car 
waiting for his return sat young Mr. 
McGrory. To-night Mr. McGrory told 
the story of his experience. 

“I was sitting in the car,” he said, 
“when five men rushed over to where I 
was. One of them opened the door and 
pushed close to me what I thought was a 
revolver. It was dark at the time, and 
the lights of the car were not lighted.’’ 


TIED UP IN A LANE, 


The men shouted, ‘‘ Hands up,” and 
ordered me to leave the car and to walk 
with them down a laneway. One man 
walked behind me, and prodded me in 
the back with something hard. The other 
four marched beside me; they were 
masked, In the laneway they ordered me 
to a dark corner. 

One man followed me there, placed both 
my hands in front of me, and tied them 
together with a rope. They had previously 
told me that [ was not to open my mouth, 
or that [ would be shot. 


THE ESCAPE, 


When they had tied me up—a sort of 
handcufling- -four of the men walked back 
towards the car, and the fifth man re- 
mained on guard over me. He searched 
my pockets, but took nothing from’ me 
except a handkerchief. This man re- 
mained on guard over me for more than 
two hours. 

At eight o’clock he walked away, and 
as soon as he had gone I walked to the 
street. A passer-by cut the rope with his 
penknife and freed my hands. By that

THE SECOND SEIZURE. 


MR. O’FLYNN’S STORY. 


At that time and for two hours after- 
wards nobody knew what had happened to 
Mr. O'Flynn, and there was much police 
activity, because no trace could be. found 
of Mr. O'Flynn or.his car. He had not 
returned to the hotel, and Civic Guards 
under Superintendent McDonagh were 
scouring the roads around Dundalk. Then, 
at: about 10.30, Mr. O'Flynn walked into 
Bridge Street Barrack, carrying the ropes 
with which he had been bound. 

He told our Dundalk Correspondent how 
he had been seized by armed men and tied 
up in a field.

I am’ convinced, he said, that our 
FA tróuble and danger still have a 
ong way to go, and that there is still 
going to be a world-wide need for fortitude, 
courage, sacrifice and effort. I think it is 
all nonsense to pretend that any real re- 
covery has begun. Do not be misled by 
little partial flutters of business revival or 
Stock Exchange hopefulness, Nothin 
effective has yet been done in the way o 
setting up a barrier against war, and 
nothing fundamental has been done in the 
way of relieving the pressure of world- 
wide debt. 

Money adjustment alone will not solve 
the riddles of our present economic 
dangers. It would still leave us with the 
other mighty riddle of under-employment, 
due to increasingly efficient production, 
and with various lesser riddles untouched. 
In the end this trouble of business con- 
fusion, which centres now upon money, is 
more serious even than political stresses 
and the danger of war. 

We are beginning to understand that, 
in the long run, this economic bickering 
may be even worse for our race than the 
wars—even mechanised modern wars, with 
tanks and bombs and gas complete—with 
which we are threatenea. It leads less 
violently, but more inevitably, towards 
disorganisation, starvation, and complete 
social disorder. 


THE ROOSEVELT PLAN. 


Although the failure of President Roose- 
velt, in his heroic effort to rally American 
economic life, would mean disaster for all 
the world; there is not the slightest sign 
of any real attempt on the part of our 
present responsible leaders to co-operate 
with him, or understand his aim and 
methods. 

Bold and great as his schemes are, I do 
not believe he can carry them out if he 
has to carry them out in the United 
States alone. And the first clause of my 
answer, therefore, to the question whither 
would I have Britain go? is: Towards at 
least an understanding and participation 
and identification with the American ex- 
periment, and, if possible—though that, I 
admit, is more difficult—an understand- 
ing with the Russian struggle. 

aling with the problem of the dollar 
and the pound, Mr. Wells suggested the 
creation of a Trade and Money Board for 
these two vast systems—a Board set up to 
ensure a common money, organise our 
credit controls into one system, agree upon 
common minimum conditions of labour, 
and a common industrial rationalisation. 

The gravitational attraction of such an 
Economic Board of Control might prove 
irresistible. Once the American and the 
British systems got together into that 
much co-operation, it would not be many 
years before that Trade and Money Board 
I am imaging became a Trade and 
Money Board for all the world, if any- 
thing like an. adequate use of that great 
gift of invention, flying, vas brought to 
the service of man. 


| A WORLD AIRWAYS BOARD. 


Quite as imperative now as the need for 
a World Money and Trade Board is a 
World Airways Board to regulate air 
trafic and to police the air. There is no 
other possible way, if the air is to be any- 
thing better for mankind than a medium 
of murder and disaster. A common Board 
of Control for all the. air-minded nations, 
& common air police, and all that will 
follow from our having a common air 
police. What is Britain doing about that? 

I could go on to point out the necessity 
for a third great world Board—a Health 
Board, and the facility with which such 
a Board might be created again—not 
through that parody of a Parliament at 
Geneva, but by the frank eo-operation of 
the five or six great Powers vitally con- 
cerned in this question. 

Make no mistake about it, with all the 
coming and going there is in. the world 
to-day, and with no proper controls, a 
world-wide diffusion of some great 
pestilence, a new cholera or a new in- 
fluenza, is only a question of time. Health 
also is now a common interest, crying 
aloud for common action. 

I am asking for a realistic treatment of 
the future—international Boards for 
specific ends, which may become ultimately 
the real directorate of the common affairs 
of mankind. |

Surely it 
is time that those mine-owners who, with 
knowledge of the state of world trade and 
world economic politics, have reached the 
conclusion that reorganisation is the in- 
dustry’s way of advance, should give a 
public lead. Their voices are lost in the 
private councils of the industry, when 
they might contribute publicly to the 
formation of sound opinion and stimulate 
progressive action. The stimulus re- 
peatedly applied by the Reorganisation 
Commission has mostly gone to waste. 
Entrusted with the statutory duty of 
promoting amalgamations, the Commission 
have employed persuasion to the point of 
exhaustion. Unbiased and undogmatic in 
method, they have offered the mine- 
owners the fullest freedom in designing 
schemes of co-operation that would 
honestly bring about the grouping of 
operating units, the establishment of 
central authorities to co-ordinate gy 
policy, the closing of superfluous pits, an 
a general control over the development of 
a designated area. . 

There is a. vast difference in the size 


and the effective unit of commercial con- 
trol. What the Reorganisation Com- 
mission have described as haphazard de- 
velopment must give place, in the interests 
of the industry and of the country, to a 
planned co-ordination technically efficient 
(as most of our mining undertakings cer- 
tainly are) and commercially powerful 
and enterprising. . Research is also of 
great importance, because the shrinkage 
in demand that results from increasing 
economy in the use of coal must be off- 
set by finding new uses for.coal. More 
rivate enterprise is the need of the time, 
ut it must better directed.

NO APPEAL TO THE COUNTRY. 


It is recalled that at this time last year 
the Free State was in the throes of a 
general election campaign, and that just 
a year before that a similar contest was 
in progress. Some people seemed to be of 
opinion that the precedent would have been 
maintained this year; but it can be said 
that, in the view of the Executive Council, 
there is no necessity at the moment for 
such an appeal to the country. They hold 
that the popular view has been adequately 
expressed, that the Government has got 
all the mandates that it needs, and that 
there is nothing to do now but settle down 
to the steady carrying out of the pro- 
gramme of economic development which 
has been already pretty amply outlined. 

General] elections are expensive luxuries, 
and party warchests are not inexhaustible 
All this may be taken for granted, but 
there are many who disagree with the 
Government’s apparent belief that they 
may now look forward to a continuance 
of office for the next four years without 
again troubling the electors. 


UNCERTAIN POSITION. - 


Actually the position, both politically 
and economically, is so unsettled and un- 
certain that no one can speculate with 
any degree of accuracy as to what may 
happen in the next few months, or even 
weeks. The financial dispute with Great 
Britain remains unsettled, and might be 
conveniently forgotten if it were not for 
its repercussions on the country’s staple 
industry. Reports from all parts of the 
Free State indicate the growing inability 
of farmers to meet their obligations. The 
failure of many to pay their local rates 
is having its effects on local government 
bodies, some of which are driven to a 
severe curtailment of their regular services. 
The poor and the unemployed are finding 
their chronic sufferings further intensified, 
notwithstanding the enormous increases 1n

One 
is to reform the representation in the 
Dail in conformity with Article 26 of 
the Constitution, which requires that the 
constituencies shall be revised once every 
ten years on the basis of the population 
as shown at the last census. This bill is, 
of course, long overdue, but the Govern- 
ment appears now to be convinced that it 
must be done before another general elec- 
tion takes place. Its effect will be sub- 
stantially to reduce the number ol! 
deputies in the Dail, and the consequent 
revision of certain constituencies, and, 
perhaps, the amalgamation of smaller ad- 
joining counties. . i 

Such a bill will unquestionably require 
the most careful examination. The pos- 
sibility of ‘‘ jerrymandering ” for pur- 
poses of party advantage will naturally 
arise, and consequently the schedules to 
the bill will be microscopically examined. 
It is understood that the elections de- 
partment of Local Government has been 
engaged on this measure for many months 
past, but, so far, no hint of its proposals 
has reached the public. The bill when 
passed will not affect the existing Dail, 
but will operate as from the next ensuing 
yeneral election. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


Another measure which must be intro- 
duced immediately is intended to revolu- 
tionise the whole system of local govern- 


ment. ‘The local government elections, 
which have been postponed several times, 
and are now postponed provisionally till 
July next, cannot be held until this 
measure is passed. The bill, as has been 
indicated, wall provide for a scheme of 
managers for County Council areas, and 
will introduce other new features. It may 
also include powers to reduce salaries of 
Council officials and employés. 

lt will be remembered that a bill for 
this purpose, on the lines of the Public 
Services (Temporary Economies) Act, was 
introduced last sessioh, but was never 
circulated. It is not unlikely that “the 
measure will be contentious, and that its 
details will call forth long debates in 
Committee. 


COURTS OF JUSTICE. 

A bill of first importance which will 
be introduced is that. dealing with the 
Courts of Justice. This bill will be 
largely based on the findings of the Joint 
Committee on the Courts of Justice Act, 


1924, which was appointed in 1929, and. 


furnished its report in November of 1930. 
Its findings were unanimous, and for that 
reason it is thought that the bill, if it 
adheres to their recommendations, will not 
arouse serious criticism. It is of interest 
to note that the Committee, of which Mr. 
Daniel Morrissey was chairman, was 
representative of all parties in the 
Oireachtas. The Dail representatives were 
Deputies Beckett, Little, Morrissey, 
©’ Higgins, Rice, Ruttledge and J. T. 
Wolfe, while the Senate was represented 
by Senators Brown, Comyn, Dowdall, 
Farren, Hooper, O'Rourke and Wilson. 
The report reviewed the functions and 
powers of the new Courts set up by the 
1924 Act, and made various recommenda- 
tions. The point upon which greatest 
interest was centted, and in regard ta 
which the provisions of the new bill will 
be most eagerly awaited, had reference to 


Court and the Supreme Court. The Com- 
mittee had before them as witnesses the 
Chief Justice and the President of the 
High Court, both of whe «, the Committee 
report, were of opinion that the Supreme 
Court should consist of more than three 
judges. | 


CHIEF JUSTICE’S OPINION. 


The Chief Justice expressed his opinion 
in favour of five judges, but was emphatic 
that it should not be less than four. The 
Committee’s report left the number open, 
merely stating that “in the case of the 
Supreme Court, as the ultimate court of 
appeal in this country, they do not think 
that, efficient as it now is and may 
continue to be, it ought to consist of only 
three members.”’ 

In connection with the High Court, the 
under-staffiing of which was strongly put 
before them, the Committee recommended 
‘that such additions to the number of 
judges of the High Court as may be neces- 
sary to enable that Court to perform all 
its work without any accumulation of 
arrears should. be made without delay.”’ 

If, as is assumed, the new bill will take 
cognisance of these recommendations, the 
Government will have some patronage to 
bestow which will not be without interest 
for members of the Bar. 


THE SENATE. 

It is not clear whether the Government 
will propose in the coming session any 
measure with regard to the future of the 
Senate. President de Valera indicated in 
a speech last year that he would take 
steps to reduce the number of members in 
that House. In any case, he made it clear 
that, whatever the form of the Upper 
Chamber would be in the future, he in- 
tended that the next triennial elections 
should not take place. These triennial 
elettions are due in December of the 
present year, when eighteen Senators will 
retire. 

Members of the Senate will. no doubt, 
be interested in the nature of the Govern- 
ment’s proposals in respect of that House, 
but there is no indication so far that they 
will appear in the programme of the 
coming session of the Dail.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

LTHOUGH the seventy-eighth session 

of the Council of the League of 

Nations, which meets next Monday, has 

only one important question on its other- 

wise dull, agenda, it is generally believed 

in Geneva that the meeting will be one of 

the most important in the history of the 
League. 

It is virtually certain that the conversa- 
tions which have been proceeding in Paris 
ahd Rome will now be continued on the 
shores of Lake Leman, and for this reason 
it is expected that most of the Powers will 
send very strong delegations, 

This is particularly the case with Italy, 
which will 
Baron Aloisi, but by Signor Suvich, Italy’s 
Acting Foreign Secretary, and the Marquis 
di Soragna. : 

It is also expected that Sir John Simon 
will come in person, as well as Mr. Eden, 
the new Lord Privy Seal; while there is a 
possibility that M. Herriot may accom- 
Far M. Paul-Boncour, the French 
‘oreign Minister. 

In these circumstances, it is obvious 
that guestions of the greatest moment for 
the future of the League will be discussed 
behind the scenes. 


FUTURE OF THE SAAR. 


The one big question on the agenda is 
the future of the Saar, and the measures 
to be taken to prepare for the plebiscite 
next, year, 

By the.irony oí fate the Italian delegate 
is rapporteur for this question. He will, 
it is gathered, suggest that a sub-com- 
mittee of, three be appointed to consider 
the question and make suggestions for the 
ensuing meeting of the Council. 

The Germans are anxious that the Saar 
should be handed over without a popular 
vote, but it is. questionable whether even 
the Council could devise any procedure 
by which the explicit article of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty on this subject could be 
circumvented. 

What the world will chiefly want to 
know. is what is going to be done about 
the Disarmament Cunference: It seems 
very improbable that it will be possible 
to hold a meeting of the General Com- 
mission on January 22nd, as Mr.. Hender- 
son had hoped. A fresh adjournment of 
two or three weeks, at the very least, 
seems indispensable. 


DUCE BACKS BRITAIN.

WARRANT FOR WITNESS'S 
ARREST.

MENACE.

LANCASHIRE CRITICISM 
OF CEYLON. 


A fall in total exports of cotton goods from 
Lancashire to India is commented on in the 
annual report of the India Section of the 
Manchester Chamber of Commerce, issued 
yesterday. aoe 

The reduction on the eleven months to 
November last year, es compared with 1932, 
was ninety-eight million yards. The only 
noticeable increase occurred in shipments of 
greys, but that one slight advance meant 
nothing material to Lancashire, The advance 
of Japan had continued. 

The increased duty introduced in the 
autumn of 1932 did next to nothing to stop 
her progress. , In many cases, despite the 
duty, Japanese prices went lower than. ever. 
Shipments of cotton piece goods to Ceylon 
had been a disappointment. That occasioned 
no surprise. Sasanaes competition was a 
growing menace, and any disposition in 
Ceylon to introduce a cotton goods preference 
to the United Kingdom was confined to the 
minority, who were less politically than 
economically minded. 

“Our trade with Ceylon,” states the 
report,‘‘cannot be expected to improve fail- 
ing a decision by her to treat us in a manner 
more in keeping with that spirit of 
reciprocity which ought to prevail, or as the 
i of a practical demonstration by the 
United Kingdom that it will not, continue 
indefinitely to tolerate the present state of 
unequal treatment.” ee, 

Ceylon, added the report, was under- 
valuing her economic ties to the United 
Kingdom. Wiser counsels were needed.

QUESTION OF POUNDAGE

The Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
ment has refused the request of che Shgo 
County Council to sanction the payment of 
full poundage fees to rate collectors who 
had not complied with the regulation requir- 
ing them to ledge half the amount of their 
warrants within the specified time.

has done better than Shgo.” added the 
secretary. ‘ou can see in the Press from 
day to day that the amounts outstanding 
are considerably higher than here.’’
